new Austrian policy.

"Frtgbtfulneis" baa not been the
Austrian method. Dut it is now ex-

tremely probable that Austria has
decided that the time has arrived,
wnen iiaiy can ioe terrorised into
quitting the war. With the failure
of the Italian offensives Indications
of profound discouragement followed

Moreover, it Is reported that pes-

simism led to a fracas in the Italian
cabinet session In which books were
burled at one of the minister's head.

In addition to the algna of a weak-

ening Italy there are Indications that
a peace faction Is quietly working In
Rome, urging a separate withdrawal
of Italy from the war. There Is no
doubt that the Joyous spirit of cer-

tainty which marked the entry of
Italy into the struggle now no longer
prevails.

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HIS HOSPITAL VISIT

The Stranger Wholnspected the
Federal Quarters.

Vie cheered a few patients

ut the Secret of the Unknown Dee- -

tor's Influence Did Not Become An
parent Until the Next Osy and After
He Had Taken Hie Departure.

It was In tbe' spring of 1802, when
Stonewall Jackson, marching down tbe
Sheuandosb valley, had won a bril
llant victory over General Hanks,
wbom be drove north until tbe friend-
ly Potomac interposed Its screen and
be found safety and care for bis sick
and wounded lu tbe hospitals of Fred
erlck.

A new nurse bad been assigned to
one of tbe hospital tbe day before tbe
battlea Massachusetts woman named
Charlotte McKay, widowed and made
childless wltbln a single year. The
patients sba bad under her, care were
mostly Federals of course, but there
was a good sprinkling of wounded
Confederates who were prisoners of
war.

One day, Just after dinner time, tbe
chief surgeon entered Mrs. McKay's
ward, accompanied by a stranger. Tbe
man bad tba appearance of a student
Ills bead was bent and bis brows ware
drawn togotber. with two deep lines
between tbem. aa if be bad spent long,
thoughtful hours at bis desk, and his
eyes, tbe color of blue steel, swept tbe
ward with a keen glance that seemed
to take la everything. . Els grinded
beard showed that be was no longer
young, but bla step and bearing were
elastic and vigorous.

"Dr. Jenewsy is from Louisiana," ex
plained tbe chief as be Introduced tbe
stranger. "He bad to abandon a Urge
augar plantation there when tbe war
broke out because of his loyalty. Be
waa a surgeon In th Crimen n wr and
so is interested in seeing how w do
things here '

Tbe stranger chatted genially with
tbe nurses and the surgeon, discussed
their operating facilities, compared
them with those of the Crimea, ques
tioned tbem about the ratlona of tba
prisoners snd sti epted a steaming cup
of bot soup from tbe nurse.

The prisoners were watching snd lis
tening to nil that passed. In strong con
tract to the sullen Indifference they
bad shown before. One young Virgin
Ian, tall and muscular, looked as If he
were about to spring from his cot.

Tbst boy looks like be came from
near my place." obwrved the southern
Unionist "May I apeak to hlmr

"Yes, doctor; yon niny talk to any of
them.'

With a curlouxly quick and noiseless
step the vlnltor the bed and
conversed for. a moment In tones that
were Inaudible to all but the young sol
diet. He returned In a moment '

The prisoners were In better spirits
tbe next, morning.

McKay
asksd tbe boy soldier. Tbe lad grinned
tip at her and replied:

"Tea, ma'am.".

All the' Justices of the supreme
court wear, gowns of black silk," says
Francis. E. Leupp in "Walks About
Wsshlngton." "John Jay, .the first
chief Justice, relieved the somber mo-

notony 'of his by adding a collar bound
with scarlet, but tho precedent waa not
followed. The court haa sometimes
been styled tbe most dignified Judicial
tribunal In the world, and doubtless It
deserve the compliment r

"The arguments made before it are
confined to calm, unemotional reason
ing. The pleaders do not raise their
voices or forget their manneni or In
dulge la personalltloa or oratory white
debating, and the opinions of the court
are recited with a quietness almost
conversational. These opinions ars
vary Mrafnlly jotardod p to the .mo-
ment they are read from the bench, bot
now and then, after a decision baa be
som iitstory, there ,teayj out aa ntw
tattling atory of bwlt-ca- to be ren
dered.

GLYCERIN IS PECULIAR.

from a Chemleal Standpoint It Has
Many Curious Qualitie.

One of the great advantages of glyc-
erin In Its chemical employment Is tbe
fact that It will neither freeze nor
evaporate under any ordinary tempera
tor. .

Me perceptible loss by evaporation
has been detected at a temperature less
than 200 degrees but If heated In
tensely tt decompose with a smell that
few persons find themselves able to en-
dure. It boms with a pale flame, shnl-U- r

to that from alcohol. If heated to
about 800 degrees and then Ignited. Its
Boneraporattvs Qualities make tbe com-
pound of moch use as a vehicle for
bowing pigments and colors, , as In
stamping and typewriter rfbbons, car- -
Don papers and the like. ' "

If tbe inn glycerin be exposed for a
long time to a freezing temperature It
crystallises with the appearance of sug-
ar candy; but thee crystals being race
melted, It is almost an Impossibility to
get tnem again Into the congealed state.
If a little water be added to tbe glyc
erin no crystallization will take place.
tnoogn wader a aufficient degree of cold
tb water will separate and form crys-
tals, amid which the glycerin will re
main In its natural state of fluidity.

If suddenly subjected to Intense cold
pure glycerin will form a gummy mass
whlcb cannot be entirely hardened or
crystallized. Altogether tt to qnlt s
peculiar substance.
